In his report to Congress, the Secretary of Labor proposed open- 


ing the remaining public lands to the unemployed, under supervision 
,oi a board to be formed by the Department of Labor, of Agriculture 
and of the Interior. Settlers were to be helped thru a loan fund. 
They were to be secure in possession of the land as long as they 
occupied and used it. Improvements were to be exempt from taxa- 
tion. But the secretary made clear that there must be no inflation 
of land values. 


The Crosser bill provides all thai the secretary of Labor recom- 


mended. It prevents inflation ol land values in the only way that 
Can be done. The Government is to retain title to all land> and take 
the annual rental value for its own use. That will lot it be profit- 
able to hold land for use, but not for speculation.

will be open in occupations, &uch as agriculture, stock raising, lum- 
bering and similar industries. Other industries will naturally de- 
velop. Since much of the land must first be irrigated, or otherwise 
prepared before it can be opened to use, the Board of Colonization, 
which i* to supervise the matter.- will have to employ men at the 
very beginning who will later settle on the prepared lands.

Perhaps not. ljut many of them are, and these will reduce the num- 
ber of men looking for jobs 
Besides many men at work in other

job on the land awaits him, whosoever he may want to take it.

Would Send Troop* to the Trenches 
In Flanders er Send a Fleet to Be 
Menaced by Submarines—Intereeting 
Problem* Presented.

Washington. March 2.—[Special.]— 


Just what tbe United States would do 
In case we went to war wltb Germany 
Is worth considering. Would we send 
our soldiers to Plunders or France to 
die in tbe trenches or be annihilated 
by the German guns? Wonld we send 
our nary to European waters and en- 
danger tbe ships by submarines in 
view of tbe fact that England has 
scarce!j struck a blow wltb her navy? 


These are questions which come to 


the minds of men who recollect bow 
ne plunged into war with Spain with- 
out any means of making war save the 
naval vessels. We started in to free 
Cuba without a single ship to carry 
troops to Cuba, 


The Feeling In Congress. 


Conversations 
with 
congressmen 


show that the possibilities growing out 
of war wltb Germany caused tlie wave 
of opposition to the president's policies 
which came very near resulting in the 
passage of n resolution of a pacific na- 
ture. 


The war spirit does not run high In 


congress. At the time, of the Spanish 
war it was congress that went on tbe 
rampage and forced the administration 
unwillingly into the conflict. This was 
o%cr the protest of the conservative 
members of both houses. 
It la true 


that there was politics in it to some 
extent, for one party was almost unit- 
ed in favor of war. But the feeling In 
congress Is not at nil like it was back 
m 1898.
